of France,” “Foch: The Man” and travel 
study courses. Her effectiveness in making 
France known and loved has won for her 
the cross of the Legion of Honor from the 
French Government. 

In setting the event the spaciousness of 
our Book Section played no small part. At 
one end we maintain a Travel Room, now 
become a permanent fixture of the section 
and displaying at all times the latest pub- 
lications in travel and history. By extend- 
ing the space into the main part of the 
section there was formed a temporary audi- 
torium in which the lecturer spoke from 
a platform that had as its background the 
end wall of the Travel Room. 

Chairs were supplied for 250, as many 
as could be allowed without interference to 
the business of the section, but these were 
insufficient and the “S R O” sign was up 
at every performance. The “auditorium” 
was flanked by counter displays of travel 
books, while accessory displays of posters, 
photographs and other reminders of travel, 
decorated walls and columns. We used in 
the display what we possessed in the best 
travel books of each publisher and arranged 
in this way a representative and interesting 
exhibit. 
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We announced our program shortly in 
advance thru newspaper advertisements 
and followed this up during the month with 
reminders. We sent a letter of announce- 
ment and invitation to the members of 
prominent women’s clubs. To all our visi- 
tors was distributed a booklet that was a 
reprint of Miss Laughlin’s advice to those 
planning a trip abroad. This was a booklet 
of twenty pages, ten of which were devoted 
to listing and describing books not only on 
Italy and France but other travel volumes, 
works on art and the various guide books 
like Baedeker and the Blue Guides. 

The throngs that came, listened intently 
and openly expressed their pleasure, gave 
ample evidence of the success of the enter- 
prise. We had many inquiries after the 
lectures, especially from those planning to 
go abroad soon. They bought books, espe- 
cially guide books, also the books of the 
more descriptive type, books on France and 
Italy and books on general travel. 
~The character of the people who came 
as well as the number make us feel, from a 
selling standpoint, that we have registered 
as a service station for the traveling pub- 
lic. This was our objective, and we are 
very happy over the result. 


The Wave of Travel 


HE Department of Commerce has esti- 
mated that during the year 1922 there 
was spent in Europe alone by Ameri- 

can travelers a sum approximating $300,- 
000,000. All the tourist agencies report that 
not only did 1923 far exceed the activity of 
1922 but that 1924 was making even more 
rapid strides, and passages for Europe are 
being filled up at an amazing rate, in spite 
of the largely increased capacity of the 
lines. 

Corroboration of this increase comes 
from all the bookstores, where the demand 
for travel books has been greatly acceler- 
ated. The Bookshop for Boys and Girls 
has sent out a circular, announcing that for 
three weeks there will be a special display 
of books of interest to travelers and that 
for the week of February 20th Miss Milli- 
man, experienced travelers’ guide, will be 
in the shop daily to help people select Looks 
and to lay plans for trips abroad. Miss 
Milliman appears not as an agent for trav- 
eling bureaus but as one giving direct serv- 
ice to readers, sponsored by the; bookshop. 
In Springfield, bookshops are giving out 
extra copies of the February bulletin of the 
Springfield Library, containing an admir- 
able list of travel books which has received 
much favorable comment. 
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Popularizing Science

AD Jesus not had his Matthew, Mark, 
Luke, John and St. Paul; had Soc- 
rates not had his Plato; had Varwin 

not had his Lyell, Huxley and John Fiske; 
had astronomy not had its Proctor and 
Serviss; had creative chemistry not had 
its Slosson; had psychology not had its 
James, Munsterburg, Thorndike, Seashore, 
Martin Scott and its host of interpreters and 
had biology not had its Thompson, Smuck- 
er, Jordan and Kellogg, these vast fields of 
knowledge, of new insights into life and 
God and the universe would have perished 
with their creators. The world, notwith- 
standing all its brilliant intellectual con- 
quests, would still be shrouded in its 
ancient intellectual night. “The scientist 
advances knowledge; his interpreter ad- 
vances the world.” The scientist creates 
new knowledge; his interpreter creates out 
of this knowledge a new humanism. The 
scientist conceives his problem solely as a 
problem of knowledge; his interpreter con- 
ceives it as a problem of life. 

Both must be men of imagination. The 
imagination of the scientist leads him for- 
ever into undiscovered countries. He does 
not care whether or not he ever returns. 
But his interpreter must save his skin and 
come back with the news. A newsbearer 
from the unknown, an ambassador plenipo- 
tentiary from the laboratory to the lay- 
man—this is the office of the popularizer of 
science. The scientist continually discovers 
“new varieties of untried being.” His 
interpreter finds out if they will work in 
ordinary human life. 

This may seem a lofty mission for the 
interpreter. It is. But he need not be 
solemn about it. He dare not be. The 
scientist can be solemn but the interpreter 
cannot. The scientist has no audience. 
The interpreter is always in the presence of 
one. The scientist can talk about post- 
operative thrombosis or the cumulative 
effects of multiple allellemorphs and keep 
his face straight. Probably only one other 
man in the world knows what he is talking 
about and he may disagree. But let the 
popularizer use such esoteric profanity and 
the public, like Dr. Johnson’s fish-wife, 
thinks it is being sworn at. It has the 


uncomfortable feeling that it is being called 
a parallelogram. 


No man can be a true interpreter of 
science until he has seen his problem in two 
distinct aspects; first, as a problem of true 
and sound learning and second, as a prob- 
lem of art. Whatever art may be, it is 
partially at least the placing of life before 
men in ordered perspective. It sums up 
in some one statement, such as a picture, a 
poem, a statue, a paragraph of genuine 
literature, man’s multiple and unorganized 
experiences and sets them out so that at 
one glance he sees them as an ordered 
whole. Art interprets life because it re- 
duces its chaos to simplicity. So this must 
be likewise the highest aim of the inter- 
preter of science—to take the materials of 
his craft, which are nearly all new mate- 
rials, never heard of among men until the 
scientist discovered them, and weave them 
me simple conceptions that fit into human 
ife. 

Whether it is 240 or 250 thousand miles 
to the moon, or which legs of a centipede 
come after which furnish the scientist with 


a life of discovery, adventure and romance. 


The scientist gets his fun out of the chase. 
But it means nothing to the man in the 
street until the art of the interpreter has 
captured his imagination and taken it on a 
journey to the moon or shown him how 
the psychology of the centipede is similar 
to his own. Some fine poetic interpreter 
of science said: 

The centipede was happy quite, 

Until the frog, for fun, 

Said, “Pray, which leg comes after which?” 

Which wrought his mind to such a pitch, 

He lay distracted in the ditch 

Considering how to run.” 

From that hour the commonest man has 
a definite statement of the waste of mental 
indecision and the grandeur and power that 
comes from living the positive instead of 
the negative life. 

The interpreter must be a realist because 
his materials are all real. No mystical 
idealist need apply. But he cannot be a 
mere reporter—a literary photographer. 
While perforce a realist, his office is to 
suffuse the hard cold facts of the micro- 
scope and chemist’s test tube and statis- 
tician’s curve with the warm, living ideal- 
ism of human life. Otherwise his publish- 
ers cannot sell him because the public won’t 
read him. The interpreter dare not ro- 
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mance. He must make science romantic. 
Balzac made literature out of laundry bills 
and restaurant menus. So did O. Henry. 
The interpreter must make literature out of 
the diet of amcebas and suffuse with ro- 
mance the fourth cell from the end of the 
candal appendage of the embryo of the 
chipmunk. After all his aim is to enable 
men to live better, to live more fruitfully, 
more significantly. Men can and have 
lived significantly without science. But 
they never have and never can live signifi- 
cantly without art. 

The interpreter must, therefore inform 
himself profoundly of his materials. He 
must visit laboratories; he must talk with 
men of science; he must, if no better means 
offers, keep up with them a laborious cor- 
respondence. He is little concerned him- 
self with the science that is contained in 
anything except the most technical books. 
He seldom reads popular books about sci- 
ence. If he has really fitted himself for his 
office, he should know all the investigations 
reported in other popular books before the 
books are ever printed. He often does look 
into them, not to learn science, but merely 
to see how his fellow artist has worked 
his materials. If the writer has succeeded 
he is inspired and turns with new ardor to 
his own task. But in the end he must be 


more than a mere explainer and he must 
be different from the scientist whose sole 


quest is fact. He must take these facts 
and with them give new values and new 
things to live for—new things to live by, 
love by and die by for all mankind. 

So much, then, for the preparation of 
the interpreter for his task, his fitness for 
it, his attitude towards it. Many scientists 
have, at least until recently, looked upon 
the popularizer of science as their enemy. 
The ghastly reports of scientific investiga- 
tions often printed in the newspapers, writ- 
ten by persons without either equipment or 
sense of responsibility certainly justify 
much of this antagonism. 


Interpreter’s Responsibility. 


The reporter in a western city who stated 
in flaming headlines that I had shown in 
a popular lecture the previous evening that 
“one-half of all the children in the city 
schools were deaf, dumb and blind,” is 
bound to fill a student of science with genu- 
ine alarm. A grave responsibility rests 
upon the newspavers in this respect. My 
feeling is that they are rapidly coming 
to realize this and employing reporters 
trained to this responsible task. The New 
York Times and the New York Evening 
Post are among the notable papers that are 
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doing a great work in responsible scijentif. 
journalism. The 7imes report of the te. 
cent meeting of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science in Cincin. 
nati was a model and an inspiration. 

the most earnest scientific popularize; 
make mistakes. Life is so short and science 
is so tremendously long and growing with 
such abounding vigor. But the earnest st; 
dent will not misstate a whole field of sci- 
ence and his “probable error” is not often 
very great. 


Treatment of Scientifie Subject. 


How fortunate that sometimes nature 
combines in one man the great investi- 
gator and the great writer! We then have 
a true child of the gods. Huxley, Professor 
James and John Tyndall leap at once to 
our lips. All writers of science must take 
them as their models. But in our day we 
have among many others such men as 
Professor Conklin, of Princeton, who has 
written the finest account of the germ cell i 
all biological literature. Professor East oi 
Harvard in his new book, “Mankind at the 
Crossroads,” has shown himself to be a 
literary as well as scientific master of his 
materials and a writer of genuine style. 
Professor Thorndike of Columbia writes 
with a clarity and wealth of illustration tha’ 
is an inspiration. The dullest mind cannot 
miss what Thorndike means. Seashore and 
Patrick, psychologists of Iowa University, 
give literary as well as scientific distinction 
to their fields of work. Patrick and Conk- 
lin, especially have the added gift of wit. 
How Conklin illuminated the whole prob- 
lem of the non-inheritance of the effects of 
education when he said, “Wooden legs are 
not inherited but wooden heads are!” Even 
wooden heads can understand that. Or 
when in pointing out that Mr. Bryan de- 
mands that evolution move so fast that 
we can see a monkey or an ass transformed 
into a man while we wait, he said that 
Mr. Bryan has often witnessed the reverse 
of this process. Mr. Bryan will probably 
agree to this kind of evolution at least. 

But the next and last great step in 
humanizing science is for the genuine man 
of literature to see its vast possibilities and 
use it as material for his art. As one 
writer has pointed out Keats and Shelley 
were the last English poets who under- 
stood chemistry. Knowing chemistry did 
not make them poets, but it made them 
greater poets. Tennyson knew something 
of physics. If he had not, Locksley Hal! 
could never have been. Neither could 
“Crossing the Bar” have been written by 
a man who knew no science. Blasco 
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Ibafiez’s ““Four Horsemen” and Maeter- 
linck’s “Betrothed” give us sound biology 
and achieved a large sale as well. Ibsen 
gives us utterly false biology and all his 
poetic genius cannot make it true. 

The next great poet, fictionist and story 
teller of the world will be the man who 
understands the world of science and thru 
it the world of life; who can, when he 
wishes, see the universe and life thru the 
scientist’s eyes, who understands the chem- 
istry, physics, biology, psychology and 
anthropology of man and his universe, who 
understands the very mathematics of the 
universe and its modes of motion. He will 
not explain them as an expositor; he will 
enable men to live them—to get out of 
them richer and fuller values of life. 

Job made noble poetry out of puzzling 
over who controlled “the balancings of the 
clouds.” He could not understand how 
they could stand on one corner and not 
tumble over. Even greater poetry can be 
made by the man who has learned the 
things Job longed to know. Shakespeare, 
Milton, Dante and Goethe 
revelled in this vast new knowledge which 
has fallen out of heaven, our new knowl- 
edge of things as they are. They would 
see how it has moved men out of a world 
of myth and fear into a world of fact and 
freedom. 

What a great epic in the fact that science 
has created for man a world in which he 
need not be afraid; a world that he can 
trust; a world where reality is found to be 
just a “high-born kinsman” of his own— 
a whole universe that is not his enemy but 
his friend. To bring such a world to the 
common man, to lead him to believe in it, 
to trust his heart and soul to it, to live a 
higher efficiency in it, to link his powers 
to its joyous energies, to refresh his spirit 
with its own gaiety, inform his ethics with 
its own eternal honesty—this and this alone 
is the mission of the interpreter of science 
and the high, human office which he has 
been called to fill.

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Broadcasting Methods and 
Features 


— AUSE of its control of basic patents 
that have to do with radio broadcasting, 
the American Telephone & Telegraph Com- 
pany has the exclusive right to erect or sell 
the apparatus for erecting broadcasting sta- 
tions. With this control, the company has 
stipulated that such stations shall not sel! 
their broadcasting time commercially, this 
being reserved as the right of WEAF, 
the American Telephone & Telegraph Com- 
pany station. That station is, as explained 
by William T. Harkness, Vice President of 
the American Telephone & Telegraph Com- 
pany, a toll station for the use of public 
and private concerns that want to dispense 
educational information or programs of 
general entertainment. 

The station’s charge for time is $100 for 
IO minutes, $200 for half an hour. Those 
who use the wires have their material care- 
fully supervised, so that no material gets 
into the broadcasting that is unpleasantly 
promotional. A typical example of such 
use of the wires would be that of the 
Capitol Theater in New York, which broad- 
casts a fine musical program from its or- 
chestra but whose only advertising comes 
from a mention before and after the con- 
cert of the fact that the Capitol Theater 
orchestra is now playing. A still more un- 
expected use for publicity is shown in the 
contract with the American Carbide Com- 
pany, which provides readings and general 
talks and whose only advertising from such 
programs comes with the announcement of 
its name before and after such readings and 
talks. Edwin Markham recently gave a 
reading under the auspices of this company, 
a program that anyone would be glad to 
hear. Such use of the air and rights to 
broadcast are hardly comparable to any 
other type of program on stage, in book 
or on gramophone. 

The fact that the toll features are con- 
trolled by WEAF has been récently under 
criticism. When the programs ‘of the 
Telephone Company are sent out from vari- 
ous centers over the country, there is a 
charge for connecting up thru wires, and 
recently a Chicago station, W M A Q, asked 
for the privilege of rebroadcasting a 
Coolidge address and found that the con- 
nection of thru wires to Chicago would be 
$2500. This seemed to the Chicago station 
excessive, and the explanation of the Tele- 
phone Company is that for such service it 
is necessary to take out of public service 


two pairs of wires, to attach special equip- Ht 


ment and keep the line open.

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English Book-Trade Plans Promotion 
Campaign 


VERY comprehensive and enlightened 

program of buok-trade cooperation and 

promotion has been outlined in Eng- 
land by the Society of Bookmen, an asso- 
ciation of book-interested people, authors, 
publishers, publicists and booksellers. The 
olan is being submitted to the various book- 
trade groups, in order to raise the funds. A 
central committee will be organized to carry 
out and take general responsibility for the 
campaign. 

Its sponsors propose a fund of £10,000, 
this amount to be raised from publishers, 
booksellers, circulating libraries, etc., and 
also with supporting help from printers, 


binders and paper makers, and from au- 
thors, too, in so far as they may see fit to 
give voluntary aid. 

The program is based on an educational 
appeal, with a strong emphasis on the im- 
portance of book ownership and a personal 
library. It is expected that the committee 
will collect data on bookselling to be made 
available to all members, that they will use 
newspaper advertising, posters and other 
material and that the libraries and educa- 
tional organizations will cooperate in reach- 
ing the general public. A condensed out- 
line of the circular describing the plan is as 
follows: 


COOPERATIVE ADVERTISING CAMPAIGN IN ENGLAND. 


Proposed by The Society of Bookmen, 


Condensed Summary of Program Requesting 
Funds 

I. England is behind some other coun- 
tries in reading and buying books. Books 
are not yet accepted as necessities. 80% of 
the population are only potential buyers. 
Joint campaign is urged to authors, publish- 
ers, booksellers and librarians. 

II. Cooperative efforts have been tried 
in other English industries. The habit of 
reading is now an abstraction, it ought con- 
cretely to imply book buying. 

III. Success cannot be guaranteed but 
great hopes can be held out. So far the 
following help has been offered. 

Authors are not assessed but some have 
immediately offered help including Hugh 
Walpole, W. B. Maxwell, and St. John 
Ervine. 

Printers, binders, and paper makers, if 
interested, will come in to the program at a 
later stage, some have already offered help. 

Publishers. Only a few so far have been 
approached but several pledges have been 
received, 

Booksellers. Have not yet approached as 
individuals, but their Association has ap- 
proved the principle, and a dozen of the 
leading dealers have subscribed. 

Public Libraries. ° The Council of the Li- 
brary Association have offered to give every 
assistance in their power. 

IV. General Methods. 

The program has been outlined by the 
Society of Bookmen, which includes mem- 
bers from the various fields of book activ- 
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ity, but they hope that a Council will be 
formed by the various trade associations to 
undertake the campaign management. 

As a suggestion to such a committee the 
following program for financial appeal is 
outlined: 


A. Raising the Fund. 

An advertising fund of £10,000 is sug- 
gested. One contribution should be made 
to cover all and when spent the results 
should be reviewed to see whether con- 
tinuation is justified. 

Contributions to be levied on the firm’s 
total business. This might be arranged 
by having the Council in charge employ 
an accountant who would be the only per- 
son to know what individual firms paid 
in. The Council would know only the 
totals for each class of subscriber. 


Suggested Schedules for Levy: 
(1) For Publishers, Business up to

It is suggested that booksellers who 
subscribe should receive all posters, etc., 
free but a small charge be made to those 
who remain outside. 

(3) Printers, binders, papermakers, etc. 

B. Spending the Fund. 

Tho advertising technique has been car- 
ried to high perfection by specialists, the 
Society feels that ordinary methods might 
do more harm than good. 

The following general ideas are recom- 
mended for consideration: 

(a) “To create the taste and habit of 
reading is the primary object of the cam- 
paign. Propaganda as directed to raising 
the intellectual standards and taste of the 
public will achieve more than direct sug- 
gestion of the desirability of buying 
hooks.” The public likes self education 
and Press would give more support than 
if the interests of a trade were being 
openly favored. 

(b) The young people are the most es- 
sential group. They are impressionable 
and idealistic. Tho they have not much 
money now they will later indulge the 
reading habit thus formed. The active 
sympathy of educational bodies, of teach- 
ers and of parents should be secured in 
advance. 

(c) The reading habit may be encour- 
aged by appeals to national pride. By 
playing up topics of reading, such as un- 
employment, League of Nations, drug 
traffic, etc., with recommendations of 
books. With the help of the librarians 
popular taste might be molded. 

(d) It is open for discussion as to 
whether the cheapness, permanence and 
availability of books at all times, in con- 

+ trast to other diversions, should be em- 
phasized. “At least it should not be for- 
gotten that in any such comparison be- 
tween books and theater tickets, cigars, 
wine, golf and motoring, books come out 
victorious.” 

V. Internal Organization of the Pub- 
licity Council. 

(a) A Committee representing the 
various departments of the book-trade 
could do invaluable work in promoting 
cooperation and smoothing difficulties 


among the trade. Also by collecting statis- 
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tics relative to the sale of books in vari- 
ous countries, in preparing clean state- 
ments of the economic problems of book 
distribution. This material by adaption 
could be used in the publicity. 

(b) Newspaper advertising; posters: 
material for window and counter display ; 
exhibition arrangements; book fort- 
nights; film propaganda; free publicity in 
news columns of papers and magazines: 
tramway, bus and tube advertising; these 
and other technical means of carrying the 
message would require expert advice. It 
might be best to employ for this a firm of 
advertising agents. 

It is recommended strongly, however, 
that the spiritual and intellectual direc- 
tion of the campaign should be rigorously 
retained in the hands of the Council who 
should be in the position to create com- 
mittees from the trade to insure that the 
program be carried out with tact and 
knowledge.

HE Spring Announcement Number of 

Publishers’ Weekly is more than a trade 

journal, it is a trade tool. Order taking 
quickens when there is a ready means of 
tracing the publisher and price of the books 
asked for. 


When the customer says: “Have you a 
copy of ‘—————’ by »’ and the 
name and author are unfamiliar, it is 
usually a new book that is wanted about 
which some notice or comment has ap- 
peared in newspapers or magazine columns 
or has been spread -by word of mouth. 


Then the bookseller, if he is a bookseller, 
does not say, “No, I am sorry but we 
haven't it.”’ Instead, he leafs quickly thru 
the latest Announcement number under 
either author or title or under both (if the 
customer has been doubtful), and the in- 
formation is at hand and, probably, an order 
is taken. 


Every publishing office is carefully can- 
vassed for the most complete possible data 
for these lists and the columns are kept 
open until a week before publishing data. 
The “Weekly Record” lists only books that 
are ready and can be described in detail 
but the Announcement Number lists every 
title that any publisher has in immediate 
preparation. 

No trade has such need of reference 
books as bookselling and none is better 
provided. A bookshop with the Announce- 
ment Numbers and Weekly Records of the 
“Weekly” and the Cumulative Indexes of 
the H. W. Wilson Co. will miss few orders 
for new books. With the United States 
Catalogs and Trade List Annual he will 
miss few orders for older titles; and with 
the “Books Wanted” advertisement the 
missing out-of-print items can be filled in.

New Censorship Situation 


HE so called “Clean Books Bill,” spon- 

sored by Justice Ford and his associa- 

tion, was filed in the New York Senate 
on March 5th by Senator Rabenold of New 
York City. From time to time, it has been 
reported from Albany that the Clean Books 
League has had considerable difficulty in 
finding anyone to sponsor its bill, and the 
bill has not yet been introduced into the 
House. 


The proposal for amending Paragraph 4 
of Section 1141 of the Penal Law is prac- 
tically the same as last year, with one 
change. This change means that, altho a 
book can be brought to trial on complaints 
made on special passages in the book, the 
defendant may bring forward the whole 
book in his defense. This defense by the 
whole book was forbidden in the previous 
proposal. As in the previous bill, “Opinion 
or expert testimony shall not be received 
for any purpose whatever upon any hearing, 
examination or trial. under this Section.” 


Hearing may be had on this in March, 
and the book publishers as well as periodical 
publishers and Authors’ League will be in 
opposition. The book publishers propose 
that, instead of this bill, New York State 
should take the initiative in the direction 
of establishing uniform state law, which 
will be soundly conceived and uniform in 
practice with the national law. 


The New Science 


HE scientists have been going far out 

in advance of applied knowledge. So 

rapidly have they been traveling and so 
diversified have become the fields of re- 
search that only in part have their dis- 
coveries been made the property of the 
general reader. It seems inevitable that 
there should now be a period of popular 
exposition of science. Not that there should 
be less investigation but that there should 
be more good expository writing. 

The booksellers have had many indica- 
tions that such a period is here, that com- 
petent writers are turning scientific data 
into popular knowledge, J. Arthur Thom- 
son, Henry Fairfield Osborn, J. Harvey 
Robinson, or E. E. Slosson. In the field 
of biology Albert E. Wiggam first caught 
an audience from a Chatauqua platform, 
then from the magazine page and now by 
his book. The Publishers’ Weekly has 


asked him to write for this number a dis- 
cussion of the new era of popularized 
science. 
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Progress of Retail Legislation 


LTHO taxes and oil scandal have ab- 
A sorbed Washington for the past 
month, the sponsors of standard price 
legislation are confident of favorable action 
in this Congress. Chairman Winslow of 
the House Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce Committee has stated that he will 
work for the ,earliest possible consideration 
of the bills that have been submitted. The 
conference was held on February oth and 
was attended by many of the interested 
parties and by various organizations favor- 
ing such legislation. A good statement of 
the purposes of this movement was made 
recently by Senator Reed of Pennsylvania. 
“Where prices are not fixed by arrange- 
ment with competitors, it seems to me to be 
no more than justice that the manufacturer 
should be allowed to specify the retail price 
at which those who are in substance his 
agents shall sell to the general public. I 
believe that the price level under such cir- 
cumstances will be sufficiently held down by 
competition and that it is not to be the best 
interests of the country that retailers shall 
be run out of business by the cut-rate 
method of some advertisers.” 


The Drama Revival 


HE past year has set new and higher 
standards than have: been ever ap- 
proached in the American theater. For 
the first time since the vogue of Clyde 
Fitch, American playwrights are creating 
dramatic works which are valuable and 
distinctive contributions to American litera- 
ture. They have cast aside useless imitation 
of European work and are writing drama 
which expresses the current thought of the 
nation in artistic form and manner. The 
appreciation and enthusiasm of the public 
for plays which do more than amuse indi- 
cate an often-denied general understanding 
of the best drama. The success of many 
American productions, as well as of such 
importations as the Moscow Art Theatre 
and Reinhardt’s presentation of “The 
Miracle” shows the wide and unprejudiced 
appreciation which the public eagerly grants 
to playwrights and actors of distinction. 
A further welcome development in Amer- 
ican drama is the announcement that the 
Provincetown Players will take over the 
Greenwich Village Theater. Backed by 


wealthy men and women the Players, sup- 
ported by many of the leading playwrights, 
critics, and actors, will produce plays which 
will give impetus to an outstanding move- 
ment. New plays by Eugene O’Neill, Stark 
Young, and Sidney Howard will be among 
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the first presentations. Shakespearean com- 
edies, Russian dramas, and important_re- 
vivals are planned. 

A growing realization of the enjoyment 
of play reading has caused the publication 
of many of the recent Broadway successes. 
Even better adapted to the book form is 
the type of play sponsored by the Players. 
The extension of a movement which has 
created an enthusiastic following in the 


‘theater and book fields should lead to closer 


cooperation and assure even greater suc- 
cess to each. 


Promotion Program in England 


HE American book-trade will be great- 

ly interested to see that a cooperative 

advertising program has been outlined 
in England and that the Society of Book- 
men is pushing for its support. Conditions 
in bookselling are very difterent in the two 
countries, but the program has much the 
same purpose as that which has been so 
outstanding a feature of the American 
book-trade progress in the last few years. 

It is interesting and gratifying to learn 
that in addition to employment of recog- 
nized advertising agents the program calls 
for the retention of directing power by the 
Council. While needing technical assistance 
from advertising experts, the book-trade’s 
knowledge of its particular problems proves 
the wisdom of such a decision. 

No one who has followed the American 
efforts can doubt of the value of such co- 
operative work. Problems of finance and 
of organization are not easy, but the Society 
of Bookmen is strong backing. We wish 
our English friends all possible success. 
Their success has reflected value in every 
bookselling country. 


Outlets Enough 


HILE the. book-trade is endeavoring 
\y to increase the number of its outlets 

and the health of each organization, 
it can pause in reverence before figures 
brought from other industries. The firm 
of William Wrigley, Jr. Company dis- 
tributes thru 900,000 retail outlets in the 
United States and foreign countries. This 
makes any list of book outlets, however 
extended, seem like the very beginning of 
marketing. 

A still greater incentive to humility comes 
from the realization that this one chewing 
gum company has capacity for manufac- 
turing more five cent packages in a week 
than all the bookstores of the country can 
distribute of books in a year. That’s where 
we are, but still——-we enjoy selling books. 
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Gottschalk Fined for Obscene 
Book Sale 
M* GOTTSCHALK and Morris In- 
man of Gottschalk & Co., booksellers 
of 47 East 44th Street, New York, were 
each fined $250 as an alternative to thirty 
days in jail for the sale of obscene books 
last December. The decision was delivered 
by Justice Maloy in the Special Sessions 
Court on March 3. 

The booksellers were arrested last fall 
on complaint of John S. Sumner. On De- 
cember 12 last, City Magistrate George W. 
Simpson ordered them held in $1,000 bail 
each until trial in the Couft of Special 
Sessions. At the trial they both pleaded 
guilty of violating Section No. 1141 of the 
Penal Law. The sentence was concurred 
in by Justice Kernochan and Herbert after 
an examination of the three books pur- 
chased from the defendants by Charles J. 
Bamberger. The books were “Memoirs of 
Fanny Hill,” “A Night In A Moorish 
Harem,” and “Only A Boy.” Assistant 
District Attorney Direnzo prosecuted the 
case. 


Obscene Literature Legislation 


March 4, 1924 
SENATE BILL NO. 1050 
INTRODUCED MARCH 4, 1924, 
By Mr. RABENOLD 


AN ACT TO AMEND THE PENAL LAW, IN 
RELATION TO PROSECUTIONS FOR THE SALE 
AND CIRCULATION OF OBSCENE OR DIS- 

GUSTING LITERATURE, 


ECTION 1. Section 1141 of the Penal 
Law, is hereby amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

1141. Obscene prints and articles. 1. A 
person who sells, lends. . . . picture, draw- 
ing, photograph, figure or image, or any 
such written or printed matter (of an in- 
decent character) in any form or any 
article ... 

Is guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon 
conviction, shall be sentenced to not less 
than ten days nor more than one year im- 
prisonment or be fined not less than fifty 
dollars nor more than one thousand dollars 
or both fine and imprisonment for each of- 
fense. 

4. (New matter.) The words “ob- 
scene,” “lewd,” “lascivious,” “filthy,” “in- 
decent,” and “disgusting,” as used in this 
section, shall be taken and construed with 
full force and effect, and each such word 
shall be taken and construed with full force 
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and effect, and each such word shall be take; 
and construed in its separate meaning ay; 
signification. An indictment, information 
complaint or ‘other charge may be base) 
upon the whole or exclusively upon a pa; 
or parts of any publication, or written , 
printed matter. Whether the matter 
out in the indictment, complaint, informa.

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Dodd, Mead Takes Over Moffat, Yard 


Business 


The Second Recent Addition to the Old Established List 


HE publishing business of Moffat, Yard 

& Company, established in New York 

City in 1905, has been bought out and 
taken over by Dodd, Mead & Company. 
Dodd, Mead & Company have felt that the 
taking over of the John Lane Company 
business has proved so much of a success 
that they have taken this opportunity to 
strengthen their general list further. 

The Moffat, Yard & Company business 
was developed by William D. Moffat, now 
editor of the Mentor, a graduate of Prince- 
ton who received his early training in 1 ub- 
lishing with Charles Scribner as manager 
of Scribner's Magazine. His partner was 
Robert Sterling Yard, his brother-in-law, 
who had been publicity manager for Scrib- 
ner’s and editor of The Book Buyer. Mr. 


Yard is now in the employ of the govern- ° 


ment in Washington. 

The firm opened business at 289 Fourth 
Avenue and among its first enterprises was 
a large book of pictures by Howard Chand- 
ler Christy, a plan of publishing that Mr. 
Moffat had developed at Scribner’s. Very 
shortly it branched into other lines and 
published one of the successful books of 
the Russian-Japanese War, Richard Barry’s 
“The Siege of Port Arthur.” Among its 
early fiction were Frederick Palmer’s “The 
Big Fellow” and J. C. Snaith’s “Araminta,” 
as well as stories by Brady, Peple and 
others. 

In 1908, the firm launched two series of 
books which have been prominently asso- 
ciated with its line. The first were books 
of prose and verse selections relating to 
the different holidays of the year under the 
general editorship of Robert Haven Schauf- 
fler. This series has had a long continued 
sale, especially in library and school refer- 
ence work. The other series was for chil- 
dren, known as the Mother Lets Us Books, 
the first of which was “When Mother Lets 
Us Cook” by Mrs. Burges Johnson. This 
led to a successful series of books in various 
other fields of children’s activity. 1908 
also marked the firm’s spectacular success 
with “The House of Bondage.” A New 
York grand jury, with John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr., as foreman, had stirred public interest 
with an investigation into the white slave 
traffic. Moffat, Yard saw the possibilities 


of a fiction presentation of this and assigned 
the task to Reginald Wright Kauffman. He 
was installed in a hotel near the firm’s 
offices, and, as each chapter was written, 
its accuracy was checked up by the data 
the grand jury had gathered. 

Another important development was the 
publishing of Elwood C. Worcester’s “The 
Emmanuel Movement,” suggested by another 
partner, Mr. Coit. The book was very 
successful and was followed by other books 
by such authors as Dr. McComb, Dr. 
Coriat, William James, Hugo Miinsterberg 
and others. Later, when psychoanalysis 
came into public view, Moffat, Yard & Com- 
pany were publishers of important books 
by Freud, Jung and Dr. Frank. 

The picture books waned, but juveniles 
were taken up, including four books by 
Frances Hodgson Burnett. William Winter 
was prominently on its list, including “The 
Life of David Belasco.” Richard C. Cabot’s 
“Social Service and the Art of Healing” 
was a recent publishing success. 

A later series of importance was that of 
the Modern American Writers Series, in- 
cluding “The Men Who Make Our Novels,” 
“The Women Who Make Our Novels,” and 
“Onir Poets of Today.” 

Since the retirement of the founders of the 
firm, the business has been for several years 
conducted by Howard W. Cook, editorial 
manager and J. H. Apeler, sales manager. 


Home Education Conference

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Organizing and Stocking a Bookshop 


Bookselling Course Hears About Bookkeeping 


HE second lecture under the main head 

“Organizing and Stocking a Bookshop,” 

given by Mr. Scott at the College of 
the City of New York, dealt chiefly with 
bookkeeping for booksellers. 

Before venturing on this subject Mr. 
Scott defined “Remainders.” “Remainders 
are books that publishers no longer find 
sale for. They are sold to the trade at 
very much reduced price.” They are often 
good books, increasing in price later. Re- 
mainders may be bought by booksellers to 
their own great loss because the price may 
look tempting. The bookseller buys too 
great a number and consequently is badly 
“stuck.” In buying them, the publisher’s 
imprint should guide. Remainders take up 
a lot of room. Room is rent. Do not use 
space on articles that make but little money. 

The young bookseller should watch prices 
of books from time to time especially if he 
is interested in the second-hand book busi- 
ness. In the new book business, tere are 
many opportunities to “cash-in” on books 
which ‘increase in value. That is, some 
books have collective value in their first 
editions. The bookseller should hold these 
first editions for the higher values. 

The subscription book business is not a 
paying business for the bookseller. Dis- 
counts: are small. Subscription books are 
sold to the public and paid for in install- 
ments, usually. The publishers have special 
travelers to go from house to house. Sub- 
scription books are also sold by mail circu- 
lars, and collecting takes time and trouble. 
There is little good-will to be developed for 
the bookseller by selling subscription books. 

Taking up the question of bookkeeping, 
Mr. Scott indicated that keeping a bookshop 
is not to keep books. He should hire a 
bookkeeper and make it his business to 
keep the bookkeeper busy. It is important 
to have always a cash register and all prac- 
tical meckanical devices. It is important 
that the bookseller should know monthly 
how much he owes, how much he takes in, 
how much he spends collecting, what is his 
profit, what is his loss and why there is a 
loss. Proper bookkeeping will show these 
things. 

The assets of a store (the things in 
which money is invested) are the stock, 
fixtures and the store itself. The assets 


represented by fixtures are not worth much 
to anyone else. It is important to the book- 
seller that he regularly “write off” 10 per 
cent or thereabouts from cost of fixtures 
each year. This is called depreciation. 

Books are a different kind of asset. They 
are realizable. That is, they may be re- 
sold. They should te inventoried at cost. 
In case books are damaged, however, they 
must be “marked down,” that is, they must 
be estimated at a figure below cost. The 
bookseller should not fool himself aL wut 
his stock. Many books at the end of the 
month are not worth the selling price. The 
bookseller should send to the publishers for 
new wrappers when the original wrappers 
are worn or discolored. It often helps in 
keeping up the appearance and, therefore, 
the price of the book. 

It costs about 36 per cent to run the 
average store, including owner’s salary. If 
the bookseller sells a book costing $1.34 for 
$2.00, the gross profit is 66 cents. Of this 
66 cents, 36 per cent is what it costs to get 
the gross profit. It is important for the 
bookseller to get from the bookkeeper each 
month a report on the condition of his busi- 
ness. 

In order to be able to order intelligently 
and to follow the history of any title, Mr. 
Scott suggests that the bookseller have a 
card made and keep that card in file (repro- 
duction of the card is shown herewith). 
The title of the book should be put at the 
top as well as publisher and author. When 
the original order is made, the date is put 
in one column and number of copies in the 
next. When another order is made, the 
date is again put in and the number of 
copies ordered. A third order is made and 
this is entered in like manner. The book- 
seller then has a reference card which tells 
him the selling history of the book. 

Mr. Scott pointed out that steady sellers 
are the profitable books. The sudden sellers 
usually have sudden drops, and the book- 
seller who has stocked them with enthu- 
siasm often finds that he has made not profit 
but a loss. It is important then to have 
a card and study it. When the traveler 
comes you are ready to take his catalog and 
mark it after studying this card. It is 
usually important to order sufficient copies 
to earn the best discount. One or two 
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copies of any book should be ordered only 
when a customer is waiting for the book: 

Referring to the question of stock “turn 
over,’ Mr. Scott indicated that a book 
should be sold three and a half times every 
year. The more frequent a stock “turn 
over” the greater the profit. When it falls 
below a “turn over” of three times a year, 
the condition is bad. 

A proper accounting system for a retail 
bookstore provides for a detailed analysis

of expense under proper headings. The 
following headings are suggested in making 
up statements of the cost of doing business : 
Salaries (proprietor’s and others), Over- 
time, Rent, Postage, Printing and Sta- 
tionery, Advertising, Delivery, Tele- 
phone, Freight, Express, Insurance, 
Collecting, Repairs, Light, Ice and 
Towel Service, Taxes and Interest. 
The bookseller should keep an “accounts 
receivable” book in which names of charge 
customers are filed. It should be loose leaf 
in form, arranged behind alphabetical index 
guides for convenience. The bookseller 
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should also keep an “accounts payable” 
ledger in which all money owed to pub- 
lishers and others should be entered. There 
should be a journal in which the purchases 
are entered. This should be a bound book 
in column form with headings indicating 
the kind of goods, side entries giving name 
of person, date and amount; amount to be 
placed under the column showing kind of 
goods. 

A system of bookkeeping enables the 
bookseller to keep in touch with 
his business without carrying de- 
tails in his mind, and to have al! 
information for making income tax 
returns. 

It is important that the book- 
seller deposit all his money in the 
bank and make all payments by 
check. A bank book and check 
book then provide a system oi 
checking the bookkeeping depart- 
ment. The bookseller should treat 
the cash register as tho it belonged 
to the bank. Petty cash should be 
secured by check. A petty cash 
book should be kept, and vouchers 
will show which way petty cash 
goes. Monthly balance sheets are 
tedious but necessary. They give 
the business situation each month 
end. The bookseller should bor- 
row money from the bank—not 
from his friends. When he goes to the 
bank to borrow money, he should take 
his balance sheets. Never borrow money 
you cannot use, because you never borrow 
money without paying for it. Keeping books 
is a business by itself. It should be done 
by a bookkeeper. The bookseller’s business 
is to sell books—not keep them. 

Mr. Scott referred to the pamphlet, “An 
Ideal Accounting System for Retail Book- 
sellers,” prepared by De Witt Carl Eggles- 
ton and published by D. Appleton & Com- 
pany as a valuable guide in preparing a 
bookkeeping system. 


English Book-Trade News 


ENERAL election before the Christ- 
mas trade, a Labor Government 
soon after, and then—a_ railway 

strike! We are getting thoroly hardened 
to these unpleasant disturbances, so the 
news of a possible dock strike next makes 
us smile. There is positively no use getting 
into a panic, altho these varied and many 
upheavals play havoc with the sale of 


books. But the railway strike—we are in 
the middle mist of it—is a most trying 
experience. Orders, in spite of the annoy- 
ing interference, are coming in, and being 
despatched. Our trade feels it, probably 
sooner than most other trades, but it is 
surely a remarkable fact that it is not more 
badly affected. New books are appearing, 
publishers, so far, are keeping to their 
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schedule, and while this understood quarrel 
between masters and men is to be deplored 
irom every point of view, it does not ap- 
year, anyhow so far, that it is going to 
cripple the book-trade very much. The 
strike will not have lasted long enough to 
spoil the spring. What is, perhaps, more 
serious, is the coming of a dock strike. 
Such a strike will affect the production of 
books probably seriously, for the materials 
for paper making are chiefly seaborn. There 
are good stocks of paper in the country, 
hut most of these stocks are ordered for 
spring brooks, and this spring has promised 
to be exceptionally busy. If the ships are 
not to be unloaded, many later spring pub- 
lications will have to be carried over until 
autumn, and numbers of reprints will have 
to be postponed. Obviously, such a hap- 
pening will be serious also for printers, 
book-binders and booksellers. During 1923 
we received from outside sources 631,400 
tons of paper of which 192,000 tons were 
printings and writings. We received last 
year 80,000 tons more than in 1922. In 
addition to this the docks are made use of 
tor a very extensive coasting trade, bring- 
ing paper from the Scottish mills. 


Hutchinson Partner Retires 


J. A. Spencer, who has been connected 
for so many years with Hutchinson & Co. 
has retired from the firm. The remaining 
partners, Sir George Thompson Hutchin- 
son, and Walter Hutchinson, will carry on 
the business under the same name. 

Books on wireless and mah jong are 
greatly in demand, particularly the former. 
Interest in wireless is extending in all di- 
rections, and there is a great demand for 
simple handbooks dealing with the subject. 


In a recent interview, says The Book- 
seller, Fisher Unwin gives some specula- 
tions on the effect upon books of broadcast- 
ing, and the cinemas. As regards cinemas 
and their effect upon books he is frankly 
optimistic, and he expects one result will be 
an increase in the number of book readers. 
Contrary to first expectations, sales of 
books have not been lessened, but rather 
increased. Sometimes the film has created 
a public for a book, while both theatre and 
cinema can give a new lease of life to a 
book that is already fairly well known. He 
does not think the price of novels is likely 
to go down. There is now a much smaller 
margin of profit, and much of it goes to 
the bookseller, who now has a better chance, 
and in consequence the trade is attracting 
better brains than it did. First novels have 
a much better chance now than they had 
fifty years ago, when they were rarely pub- 
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lished, except at the author’s expense. Au- 
thors are now learning to write at the length 
that the public wants. Short novels are 
not acceptable, and they accordingly write 
them now a marketable length. Fisher 
Unwin was the first publisher to start a 
prize novel competition, and the numbers 
now received in competitions is increasingly 
great. Altogether it is fairly plain that his 
outlook on the future of hooks and publish- 
ing is distinctly hopeful rather than the 
reverse. 
Frankau To Speak 


The first of the lectures arranged for this 
spring by the Society of Bookmen, is being 
held at the famous Stationers’ Hall, when 
Gilbert Frankau speaks on the subject of 
“The Author and the Bookseller.” The 
chair will be taken by Norman Davey the 
novelist, whose book “The Pilgrim of a 
Smile” received considerable applause on 
both sides of the Atlantic. 

Two further lectures have been arranged ; 
one by John Buchan, on “New and Old: 
Some Modern Developments in Literature 
and their Relation to the Canons of the 
Past,” and the other by Stanley Morrison 
on “Book Production with Variations.” 


Messrs. Maggs Brothers have issued a 
most interesting brochure describing their 
beautiful rooms in Conduit Street where 
they display, in accordance with ancient 
monastic custom, illuminated Mss. and 
early printed books. These medieval rooms 
have been expressly built and arranged for 
this purpose, and were designed by John A. 
Campbell, of Buckingham Street, Strand, in 
the spirit of the early fifteenth century, as 
will be seen from the illustration which we 
have reproduced. The setting and environ- 
ment of these Mss. and books are estheti- 
cally attractive from every point of view. 


Miss Jenison’s Book in England 


Mr. Cape has given good literary service 
in behalf of America, in bringing out an 
English edition of Miss Jenison’s “Sunwise 
Turn.” He has put a very nice cover and 
wrapper on it as may be imagined. It is 
good for us to know more about the “hu- 
man comedy of bookselling” as seen thru 
American eyes, and one hears that this 
pleasingly printed book is interesting quite 
a number of people, both booksellers and 
the public generally. We hope that the 
sales will be good, for the volume is well 
worth reading for its own personal interest. 

The twelfth annual dinner of the Inter- 
national Association of Antiquarian Book- 
sellers was held last week, when the Presi- 
dent of the association, Major G. B. Bowes, 
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M.A., was in the chair. The speakers were 
the Marquess of Hartington, M.P., Presi- 
dent of the Library Association, and John 
Drinkwater, both of whom replied to the 
President’s welcome to the guests, the 
Provost of Eton (Dr. W. R. James, F.S.A., 
F.B.A.) who proposed the toast of “Litera- 
ture,’ Professor Sir Israel Gollancz, 
LiH.D., F.B.A., who with Miss Rose Fyle- 
man responded, and Mr. G. H. Grubb, 
Chairman of the Publishers’ Circle, who 
gave the toast of the Association.

They are of pocket size, printed in clear- 
cut type and well bound in red cloth, 
blocked in gold. This revolution in cheap 
printing is due to a machine which prints, 
assembles, cuts and binds all the pages of a 
book at the rate of 5,000 an hour. Highly 
skilled labor is required to operate the in- 
vention. 

“Up to date,” said Derwent Hall Caine, 
the managing director of the firm, “we 
have sold 1,300,000 volumes during the 
six weeks we have been on the market. We 
began distributing from the Woolworth 
shops. 

“We hope to bring out a library of 100 
classics and popular copyrights. We make 
the rule not to publish any copyright book 
which has not sold over a million copies and 
appeared in a dearer edition.” 

Visiting American publishers are Mr. 
Rich, of Small, Maynard & Co., Mr. Jen- 
kins of Little, Brown, Mr. Wells of Har- 
per, and Mr. Alcy of the Bobbs-Merrill Co. 
Mr. Dominick of Stokes is expected in the 
near future. 

Much regret is being expressed by pub- 
lishers, and many others who knew him, 
on the announcement of the death of W. 
W. Appleton. The London office of the 
company was closed on the day of the 
funeral. Many remember the charm and 
courtesy of Mr. Appleton who had com- 
menced coming to London (he was here 
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for a long period at one time) so many 
years since.

Of course, Paul’s main reason for join- 
ing the New Idea Club was not the business 
that he expected to get from his fellow 
members. He did feel, however, that his

job was to create a book-buying and book- 
owning clientele in Guilford; a town in 
which such an element was now almost 
wholly non-existent. To accomplish this. 
Paul well realized was by no means an easy 
task. To secure the hearty codperation of 
nearly fifty of the men who were the natural 
leaders in Guilford was eminently worth 
while. Paul felt that as time progressed he 
could secure this codperation without un- 
duly stressing his own commercial advan- 
tage, by placing the whole matter on a 
higher plan, taking the view that a book- 
store was an essential cultural center in 
any community and deserved support on 
this account. Paul saw that all this pre- 
supposed high ideals on his own part and 
the maintenance of high standards in his 
establishment. His plans, however, had 
never contemplated anything less and he 
was willing to get along on a fair living 
only, for the present, if the store could be 
made to maintain a fairly representative, 
if small, stock of good literature, standard 
and modern. Paul explained his point of 
view to Mr. Penton who said that he con- 
sidered it in every way a worthy one. 

It was the practice in the New Idea 
Club for the Acquaintance Committee to 
initiate new members by imposing some task 
upon them that would introduce them to 
their fellow members personally. The day 
before the first meeting Paul was to attend 
he was called before the Acquaintance Com- 
mittee. The chairman, Ronald Bessick, read 
him a most solemn discourse upon the sub- 
ject of the aims and purposes of the New 
Idea Club, after which another member of 
the committee questioned him in regard 
thereto. Paul’s answers were pronounced 
satisfactory but the chairman owlishly an- 
nounced that to seek admission to the New 
Idea Club was a high crime subject to 
severe punishment. He agreed, however, 
that he would place Paul upon probation 
and ordered him personally to call upon 
every member of the club at his place of 
business. Paul was not a bit displeased 
with his sentence and felt sure that it gave 
him an easy way to enlarge his acquaint- 
ance. 

The next day at the luncheon meeting 
Paul was presented to the club by his spon- 
sor, Mr. Penton. Mr. Penton made some 
remarks half jocular. half serious. Pau! 
had been warned that a few words would 
be expected from him and he was prepared 
tho naturally a good deal “fussed” about 
appearing before so many men, all older 
than himself. He got by very nicely how- 
ever, with a modest statement of his plans 
and hopes which elicited much applause. 
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Paul was a little upset when President 
Clionel called him to order somewhat 
sharply and fined him ten cents for saying 
“Mr. Penton.” The use of the first name 
was compulsory in the New Idea Club and 
the slightest slip meant a fine. To call 
Mr. Penton “George” seemed almost dis- 
respectful to Paul and he was most thank- 
ful that Mr. Pelham was not a member of 
the club for to call him “Samuel” would 
surely have been beyond Paul’s powers. 
Even Mr. Forthright, the clergyman mem- 
ber, was not immune but was called “Frank” 
by all his fellow members. 

After the meetir~. the program committee 
took Paul aside and informed him that 
every member was expected to give a busi- 
ness talk before the club. Paul was told 
that his opportunity would come the first 
week in November and that he could have 
as much time as he needed up to twenty 
minutes. Paul was highly pleased with his 
first experience of New Ideaism and felt 
that his membership would give him a place 
among Guilford’s business men. Mr. 
Clionel, finding that Paul could sing, im- 
mediately appointed him song leader, a 


position that had remained vacant in the 


club for some time due to lack of proper 
material. 

Paul set apart a half hour each day to 
make his calls upon the New Idea members 
and planned in this way to complete the 
job in less than three weeks. Paul did not 
intend it so but the visits took on the nature 
of a canvassing tour, for twenty-five of the 
members called upon placed orders for 
books, a circumstance that led Paul to make 
office calls a regular part of his business 
routine. Paul felt every confidence in Mrs. 
Cantry and saw no reason why an hour or 
so in the morning might not be spent in 
taking books directly to the business men 
of Guilford. He placed the names of all 
of his fellow club members upon his mail- 
ing list to receive Books of the Month, 
for which he had placed a modest order for 
two hundred and fifty copies monthly. 

All in all, Paul felt that his election to 
membership in the New Idea Club was sure 
to be worth while from a personal as well 
as a business angle. So with keen deter- 
mination he began to plan for his business 
talk before the club the first week in 
November.

Rarity 
is very important. Demand is _ also. 
When a great literary masterpiece. is ex- 
tremely rare and much sought after by col- 
lectors, the combination commands high 
prices. Such items, too, are not likely to 
show much fluctuation. The tendency is 
steadily upward. There are not many kinds 
of property more stable than genuinely rare 
books, of real merit and in favor with col- 
lectors.
